Share Of 4 Billion’ 


How much will Michigan get of: 
the new $4,800,000,uv00 asked by 
President Roosevelt to speed re- 
covery 7 

It is the most vital question of 
the moment to this State, long 
distressed and long deprived of 
its just dues in the disbursement 
of previous Federal relief funds. 

The answer rests with city and 
village councils, township and 
county boards and other units of 
government to whom the Mich- 
igan State Planning Commission 
the past week delivered a ques- 
tionnaire. It is the beginning of 
an inventory of public works pos- 
sibilities in this State—and this 
community. 

The Commission, appointed by 
Governor Fitzgerald, is headed by 
A. R. Glancy, nationally known 
engineer and industrialist. Its 
task is to obtain before Feb. 11, 
or as near that date as possible, 
a complete picture of potential 
publie works in Michigan on which 
the State can base its demands 
for a fair share of the giant sum 
soon to be released. 

When the information is in 
hand, the Commission’s staff of 
engineers, architects, road build- ! 
ers and other specialists will 
grade the projects in the order of 
iheir importance, legitimacy, the 
immediacy of employment offered 
wy them or their long-term value, 
ete. The Commission, in turn, 
has been asked to make its recom- 
mendations to Governor Fitzger- 
ald in time for their submission 
to the National Resources Board 
at Washington by March 1. 

It is important to note that the 
signing of the questionnaire does 
not commit any community to go 
ahead with the projects it may 
list The plan is a census of pos- 
sible work. It gives every com- 
munity a chance to be heard. 
Thirdly, it will enable Michigan 
to speak with the vigor and audi- 
bility of a united state and to 
place before the Administration a 
comprehensive list of feasible 
projects within — its boundaries 
which might be carried out if Fed-' 
vral money, by outright grant or 
otherwise, is made available. i

(By FRANK D. BROWN, 
Special Correspondent) — 


The past few days have seen 
many of the governor's plans for 
revamping the state's fiscal ma- 
chinery transferred from the 
realm of mere recommendation to 
that of potential law. In one day 
the senate and house received close 
to 60 bills, the most of which are 
designed to place in effect Gov. 
Fitzgerald’s plan for centralized 
control of state finances. 

Material for what is expected to 
furnish one of the major fireworks 
displays of the present session was 
injected into the deliberations this 
week by Rep. T. Thomas Thatch- 
er, (D) of ‘Ravenna, co-author 
of the Thatcher-Sias act of two 
years ago which provides special 
aid for the primary school dis- 
tricts of the state. Rep. Thatcher’s 
current offering would guarantee 
aid to the districts amounting two 
$25,000,000 annually instead of 
the $15,000,000 granted by the 
1933 legislature. 

The question of amounts to. be 
allowed the schools has become the 
bone of contention between the 
executive office and that of the 
superintendent of publie instruc. 
tion. It has supplied the basis fo: 
several verbal clashes during the 
last few days between the gover- 
nor and Dr. Paul F. Voelker. The 
administration’s school aid bill has 
not been introduced to date and 
before the Thatcher proposal ever 
becomes law, if it does, it is fully 
expected a bitter fight will occur 
with the school people of the state 
on the one side and-the admin- 
istration cohorts on the other. 

On the heels of the appearance 
of the Thatcher bill came a state- 
ment from Dr. Voelker in whith 
he declared a “sound minimum 
program of public education can- 
not be undertaken without an ap- 
propriation of at least $25,000,000 
a year in addition to the primary 
schoo! fund.” 

The primary school fund this 
year is expected to produce 
$15,500,000. This rigure, plus the 
appropriation that the Thatcher 
bill provides, would bring the tota! 
annual aid for the public schools 
up to $40,500,000. 

Gov. Fitzgerald proposes state 
aid totaling only $34,009,000 a 
year for the schools. His advocacy 
of this sum is severely criticized 
by the school forces on the 
grounds that such a Jimited con- 
tribution would leave the Mich- 
igan school system some $16,000,- 
000 short of the normal operating 
expense. 

Good news for real estate own- 
ers developed this week with the 
passage by the senate of three 
bills which would repeal the mill 
taxes levied for the support of 
the University of Michigan and 
Michigan State College. These 
bills, if approved by the house. 
will remove the last vestige of the 
state property tax. Appropriations 
for the two schools last year con- 
stituted practically the entire 
state property tax of $3,500,000 
during the past two years. 

The proposal to do away with 
the mill tax has met with consider- 
able objection from the authorities 
of the two institutions, but Sen- 
ator A. L. Moore, who sponsors 
the measures, points out that the 
university and the state college 
will be assured of a much more 
stable income than under the pre- 

ina system. Of the three 
and a half million in taxes levi- 
each year, $1,300,000 remains un- 
collected and the balance has had 
to be made up out of the state’s 
genera] fynd. By repealing the 
mil] tax he maintains that 
definite appropriatior oy the legis- 
lature will assure the schools fully 
as much as they now secure. 

Although these measures will 
meet with some opposition in th: 
house, it is anticipated they wil) 
eventually be passed and surely 
signed by the governor. 

From democratic leaders on the 
house side of the capito) the in. 
formation is given your corres- 
dondent that no concerted effort 
“ll be put forward to forestall 
the consummation of the “gover- 
nor’s program for reorganization. 
Looking at it from purely a poli- 
tical point of view, the democrats 
of the house feel that they can 
best serve their own party inter- 
ests by riding along with the re- 
publican executive on most of his 
provesals, In this manner it 1s 
anticipated that much fodder for 
a militant campaign in 1936 will 
be furnished' when Michigan 
democracy will be lined up solid- 
ly behind the President with the 
‘ond hope that the reins of stave 
government map once again be 
placed in their hands.

‘HE child's mind is as complex 

as the adult's. 

‘That pronouncement came out at. 
the recent ‘meeting of the National 
Committee for. Menta] Hygiene. Dr. 
James-S. Plant, director of the New- 
ark .(N.:J.) Juventie Clinte, taid the 
assembled doctors psychiatry has 
just..learned. that. the chtld mind |s 
no simpler to. understand than the. 
adult mind, and that their failure 
to realise this. may be responsible 
for the appalling number of deiin- 
quent. and maladjusted children. 

Well--we shouldn't ‘be surprised. 
Only, what a pity. that the experts 
in this fleld didn’t long ago consult 
a few ordinary mothers, or some 
teachers who knew their jobs. Had 
they even paged enough imagina- 
tlon to. recall thelr own childhood, 
they need not have been so tate ip 
discovering what to ali who under- 
stand children is an obvious fact. 

The child mind as complex as the 
adult's—? It would be safer to call 
it more complex. In many janes of 
knowledge and thought that are fa- 
miliar and well churted to the 
grown-up, the child moves ip a con- 
stant fog. He has hardly catalogued 
a thing in his mind when something 
happens to upset his theory and 
leave him in the dark about what it 
1g all about. Scarcely have doubts 
on an important principle of life re- 
solved themselves tuto definite 
knowledge, than an adult contra- 
diction tn action or speech, an adult 
hint or- patronizing smtle. senda him 
floundering again. 

A child has ‘so many {deuls, so, 
many hopes. so many wonders and 
questions on which he forms con- 
clusions which bring disappeint- 
ment& and doubts and disf{ttusion, 
that he ts in a constant labyrinth 
of thought, up one alley aud down 
the next—tsually. ft inust be said, 
after some adult who doern’t know 
where he ts going. bur doesn't care 
so much as the child’ For the 
child's very world depends on the 


angwer fn these thoughts The 
adult's world is formed -and how 
ever well or badly he may be anlfusr- 
ed tn it. he at least. knows what he 
{is up against 

Far be it from me fe yntdat adults 
as sure of life or ourselves. But 


there are many things we knew, 
about whieh the caild can only wan- 
der and guess And «how rhe 
things that leave us as deundering 
and helpless sg the chile we at 
least know hit we cannat know!

Infrequent Non-Partizan Elections 
Reduce Strife; Other Lesser 
Advantages Cited. 


(By Clarence V. Smaszel, Con- 
sultant in Governmental Organ- 
ization, Lansing). 

Besides eliminating township 
taxes and the nuisance of dealing 
with two sets of local government- 
al officials, and providing an op- 
portunity to set up a better and 
more economical! municipal gov- 
ernment, incorporating a village 
as a city provides several minor 
advantages. 

Some regard the elimization of 
political turmoil in the community 
as a very large benefit of city 
incorporation. Every Michigan 
village each spring has two cau- 
cuses and two elections, village 
and township, and when elections 
are “hot” the entire community 
seethes with local politics for 
three months each spring. When 
township elections are completely 
eliminated and municipal election: 
are held only every other year— 
with candidates nominated by 
petition on non-partisan ballots— 
citizens are primarily interested 
in getting the best individual of- 
ficers elected and not in promot- 
ing a political faction. 

Direct representation on the 
county board is frequently a de- 
cided advantage. Villages are 
represented by township super- 
visors only; cities are represent- 
ed by their mayors or in such 
manner as the cnarter may pro- 
vide. Another vote on the county 
board always counta. 

It is easier to annex territory 
to a city than to a village, because 
the township outside the munici- 
pality must approve all annexa- 
tions to villages, and in cities only 
the territory to be annexed and 
the city itself need to approve the 
change at the polls. 

The $300 jurisdiction of town- 
ship justice courts in civil matters 
miay be increased by charter to 
$500 for cities and other valuable 
additional powers may be given 
city justice courts. These ad- 
vantages are frequently quite a 
convenience to those who use the 
justice courts. 

24 Villages Become Cities In Four 
Years, 

The best test of anything—even 
the city form of government—ie 
how it works in actual every-day 
use. 

During the past four years, 
since the Michigan Municipal 
League first reported on the ad- 
vantages of city incorporation for 
villages, the following 24 munici- 
palities have made the chang2: 
Bersley, Birmingham, Bloomfield 
Hills, Bronson, Durand, Essex- 
ville, Galesburg, Garden City, 
Grandville, Grosse Pointe, Harbor 
Springs, Huntington Woods, Lake 
City, Melvindale, Morenci, New 
Baltimore, Pinconning, Plainwell, 
Plymouth, Reading, Reed City, 
Saline, South Lyon and White 
Cloud. 

Prior to the study made by the 
Municipal League only eight vil- 
lages had taken advantage of thc 
eo-called_ fifth_clasa—city..law,. al- 
though it had been in operation 
for more than seven years, These 
included: Brighton, Clio, Farm- 
ington, Grand Blanc, Manton, 
Mount Morris, Watervliet and 
‘Marysville. 

The surprising feature about 
these 32 changes from village to 
c ty government igs that not one 
of them has ever considered 
changing back to village govern- 
ment. In one instance, Clio, some 
citizens have expressed themselves 
as being opposed to city govern- 
ment, but because of a mistaken 
understanding. Just before the 
depression began, Clio incorporat- 
ed as a city, and at the same time 
put in complete new water and 
sewer systems, including a sewage 
disposal plant, and issued bonds to 
pay the cost. Some citizens got 
the false notion that by incorpor- 
ating as a city they were able 
to increase their bonding and tax- 
ing power, and thereby get them- 
selves in worse trouble. But exact- 
ly the opposite is true. 

Michigan law very clearly gives 

villages the right to tax to the 
extent of $25 per $1,000 valuation 
per year for municipal purposes, 
as against $20 in cities, unless a 
smaller limit is specifically pro- 
vided by charter. The bonding 
limit is the same for cities and 
villages—10 per cent of the valu- 
ation for general purposes. But 
villages frequently ran up their 
valuation for local purposes, while 
the township valuation was used 
for state, county and school taxes. 
Berkley, Oakland County, for] 
instance had a village valuation of 
$9,000,000 and a township valua- 
tion of $5,000 . But it issucu 
bonds to the imit of 10 per cent 
on the $9,000,000 and for séveral 
years colledted almost the limit 
in municipal taxes on that exag- 
gerated valuation. Had Berkley 
been a city such a attuation could 
not have existed.

SENATE OPPOSED TO WOR! 
COURT 


Congressman Roy O. Woodruff, 
in his “Notes and Comments from 
Washington” indicates his accord 
with the Senate in turning down 
membership in the World Court. 
A few paragraphs from his com- 
ments read as follow: 

“Before indulging in a program 
of internationalism, it is well for 
the American people to stop, look 
and listen and weigh well the con- 
sequences which are bound to en- 
sue as a result of such a program. 
This country has been the mecca 
of the poverty stricken peoples of 
the world all down the years, due 
wikiy to the fact that the op- 
portunities for economic advance- 
ment are far greater here than 
elsewhere: 

“It is perfectly obvious that if 
the plans suggested (to join U. S. 
with World Court) by the Secre- 
tary of Commerce and the Secre- 
-ary of State, who is and always 
has been more nearly a hundred 
per cent free trader than any man 
{ have known in public life, are 
put into effect, one of two things 
ts certain to happen—either we 
will reduce the American standard 
of living to that of the countries 
of the old world, or we will experi- 
ence a depth of economic unem- 
ployment, privation and despair 
never experienced by our people. 

“Certainly, in view of our past 
experiences with our previous 
allies, remembering that within 
the past year they have, by their 
repudiation of their honest debts 
to us, thrust upon the American 
people an additional burden of 
debt amounting to nearly twelve 
billions of dollars, which should 
have been paid by their own na- 
tionals, how can any American 
public official be so naive as to be- 
lieve we can engage in any econ- 
omic agreement with them with- 
out finding ourselves bereft of our 
coat, our shirt, and even our 
Heye teeth?”
